Privates Small and Burns Court Mar- 
tialed and Set at Work in Chain Gang. 


CHICKAMACOA PAKK, Ga., June 3 — 
ieulMrtfit Foote, inspector of Geuer- 


Brockenridge's staff, inspected the 


first New Hampshire regiment, this 
morning, and found the raeu, uniforms 
and tents in excellent shape, and the 
men tally equipped, except in the mat- 
ter of rifles. 


The inspector did not say so, but out 


of 924 rifles only 179 are serviceable. 


After the inspection, which occupied 


about three hours, the meu had little to 
do until 3 30 o'clock this afternoon, 
when they went out fcr the brigade 
drill. 


TWsoldiers found the exercise ground 


in use, and Colonel Dangherty took the 
brigade onr for a skirmish drill and a 
fight against an imaginary enemy. 


The work was realistic, and very

Washington, June 2.—That there was 


a total lack of official news at the White 


se of developments In the war situa-

He spent only a few minutes and 
on emerging said he came over to see if 
there was any news, and announcd there 
was nothing of significance. He then 
drove away, saying he would leave for 
Philadelphia Immediately. Senator Mor- 
rell called to ste the president In refer- 
ence to war appointments. 
It was stated at the navy department at 
noon today that not a woi d had been re- 
ceived from Commodore Schley as to the 
engagement at Santiago. The officials 
express no surprise at this delay and ac- 
count for it on se\(--ral grounds. In the 
first place it is said that a lleet com- 
mander must \uxit until an engagement 
is completed before he makes a report. 
and that the press reports may give only 
the Initial features of an action without 
waiting for Its completion. There are 
Intimations that the press reports cover 
only the first features of Commodore 
Sehley'w movements, and that until those 
movements ^M!re developed to the point 
where the results in view were actually 
achieved, reports would not be made on 
inr.Mt.nial uliahes of the general move-

The naval officials now calculate lhat ' 


Hawaii has become an nJ,'y of the United ] 
States, with the present war with Spain, 
and at this moment our government Is 
responsible for the protection of the Ha- 
waiian Islands from the consequence of 
(heir friendship for us. According to the 
ralculatlon of the naval officials the 
United States cruiser Charleston arrived 
at Honolulu last Saturday. 


She has probably completed the taking 


aboard of a full coal supply and is now 
again on her way westward, bound for 
Philippine Islands. The coal was accu- 
mulated at Honolulu by United States 
Consul General Haywood, and In allow- 
ing the Charleston to take on a supply 
to carry on operations against Spanish 
territory, the government of Hawaii has 
cast away all semblance of neutrality In 
the present contest and has thrown In 
her fortunes with the United States, for 
unless we protect her she IB subject to 
punishment at the hands of Spain. 


Moreover, the offense against neutral- 


ity is to be repeated .for it is expected 
that today the advance guard of the 
transports carrying troops to Manila are 
entering Honolulu harbor to replenish 
their coal supply. 


The house committee on appropria-

Tbe en- 
listment is for three years, but there is 
nothing in the law to prevent soldiers 
received into the army while it is being 
organized to its war strength from be- 
ing discharged as soon as the war is 
ovar. When the war is over tbe oGScials 
will determine at just what figure the 
army is to be maintained, aud I am sure 
more men will want to remain than 
there will be room for. The enlistments 
in the regular branch are proceeding at 
tbe rate of about 1000 every 10 days, so 
tbat some time will elapse before the 
full war strength of 62,000 men is 
reached.
